"Feed Stuffs." 

This is a matter worthy the 
breeder and general farmers' 
most careful consideration any 
year but more especially a sea- 
son like this, when all sorts of it, 
both fodders and concentrates, 
will not only be high but hard to. 
get at any price. 

I have very much fault to find 
with the common idea of feeding 
only what grows on the farm. It 
is a most irrational way of look- 
ing at a serious problem, and as 
is generally the case, being rigid- 
ly adhered to, almost invariably 
stints the growing and breeding 
stock in the elements of food in 
which their system stand the 
greatest need. 

We have farmer neighbors 
who say never buy feed, and 
practice what they preach, re- 
ligiously. Now, it would seem 
that the stockman ought|to raise 
an abundance of his own forage, 
not just because he can, but from 
the fact that even where such 
can be bought at reasonable rates 
the hauling of it to his farm.often 
doubles the price. But there is 
neither sense nor economy in the 
conclusion from such a position 
that a farmer's stock and poul- 
try should get nothing but grain. 
There are several good and suf- 
ficient reasons against such a 
practice. One is, it matters not 
how large a variety of grains 
may be available for a ration it is 
practically impossible without 
the use of at least one of the 
various forms of millby-products 
to make up a regular system of 
feeding that will be rich enough 
in protein in proportion to the 
fat forming elements. Using 
grains exclusively, even oats, if 
you furnish a milch cow or lay- 
ing hen or their growing pro- 
geny as many pounds of protein 
as they should have to reach full 
productive or growing capacity 
the surplus in carbo-hydrates is 
wasted or else laid Upin the body, 
evidently to its injury for pre- 
sent and future usefulness as 
well. If such a farmer should 
refuse to furnish his brick-ma- 
son anything- but water and sand, 
simply because he did not have 
to buy them, people would not 
only call him penurious, but sure 
enough crazy. That our animals 
cannot say we need lime and 
phosphorus and sulphur and 
protein to make your milk and 
eggs and wool, does not make the 
necessity of such materials any 
the le.ss real. 

Another, perhaps, equally im- 
portant reason, at least from a 
standpoint of profit is, that the 
limit of growth and productive 
capacity can often be maintained 
much cheaper by the use of, at 
any rate, a g-enerous admixture 
of these concentrates than with 
farm products exclusively. We 
must not forget that their actual 
value to the feeder does not con- 
trol the price. Hence it very 
often happens that market quo- 
tations and the earning capacity 
of the various stuffs in produc- 
ing meat, milk, wool, etc., are as 
wide apart as the poles. For in- 
stance, corn has ceen selling 
here at 60 to 75 cents for two 
months. Last spring: I had a 
letter from the best authority in 
the United States on feeding. 
Prof. Henry, in answer to my 
question, said that when bran 
cost $20 per ton and corn 55 cents 
per bushel that one could pay $30 
a ton for cotton seed meal. At 
present worth of corn it would 
justify on outlay of $40 per ton, 
but same can be bought for about 
$25. Again, bran can now be 
had at $l4to$lf>. So here is 
another.possibly still better sub- 
stitute for corn at a wonderful 
saving. "Maplehurst."

Brahmas. 

These popular birds are wel 
worthy of study as they arc very 
pleasiflff and beautiful to the eye. 
Its general characteristics we 
will now describe. The size of 
the bird is very large, with a re- 
markably small head in propor- 
tion. The comb is small in size 
and is what is called a "pea 
comb," that is to say there are 
three ridges, the centre one of 
which is higher than the two 
others. It is close down on the 
crown of the head, and does not 
ove when the bird walks. 
There are two quite distinct ?a- 
ieties of colors, the light and 
le dark, both of which have 
probably come from common or- 
igins. From what we have seen 
of tbe Buff Brabmas we will leave 
them out of the matter altogeth- 
r. The Light Brahma must be 
hite in color, with a white-edged 
neck hackle but heavily striped 
with deep black, which runs in 
far towards the neck as possi- 
ble. The wings, saddles and 
bodies must have a quantity of 
white feathering which is hard 
and close fitting. Tbe foot of 
the Brahma stands well out and 
well covered with feathers, as 
well as the entire leg. The tail 
of the fowl stands upright and in 
both colors the tail is black, a 
white bordering however making: 
look extremely smart. The 
dark variety are black breasted 
and slightly laced. The neck 
hackle is similar as in i u ~ ,: ^ht, 
the saddle hackle being heavily 
striped. In the Brahma "the 
black cock tail" is highly prized 
This is one in which the two or 
four upper sickle feathers turn 
away from each other, the result 
being very beautiful. This va- 
riety is a pleasing one and can 
easily be kept by tbe amateur 
who has a good space at com- 
mand. The standard weights 
for Light Brahmas are Cock, 12 
lbs, cockerel 10-lbs, hen, y^-lbs, 
and pullet 8-lbs. The darks are 1 
just one pound lighter in weight. 
Another variety is the Barefoot 
Brahma not yet recognized by 
the Standard. They are com- 
pletely devoid of feathers or 
feathering on legs or tees and; 
are said to be very desirable., 
The originators claim them td 
be pure Light Brahmas, clainv 
ing- to have bred them by select-

OZONE IN THE AIR. 

Scientists Declare It It an Active Rival 
of Disease Germs. 

The effect of ozone and sunlight 
upon k&cteria bus been often studied, 
but without entirely conclusive re- 
sults. Downer and Blunt in 1878 
concluded that the blue and violet 
fays of the spectrum were fatal to bac- 
teria, and that the effect was due to 
the presence of ozone formed in inch 
rays in atmospheric air. The ques- 
tion has l>eeti taken up anew by 
ICewra. Ramtona and Kullerton, who 
have experimented on the bacteria of 
diphtheria, typhu^ tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, etc. They conclude that 
ozone ex-ercists no appreciable inrlu- 
upon these bacteria. The viru- 
lence of the bacillus of tubercnlosio 
notably in not enfctblul by ozone, 
they say. The effect of ihe ozone in 
purifying the air is the result of it* 
xydization of the organic 
il air upon which th«b««> 
teria feed, not in tiny dirt i t a. tion 
upon the haeterii themselves. Ozone 
is, then, no more than un active rival 
of the bacteria, in which, a- i| mil 
known, ail the vital actions may be

Lutheran jMistor. He is about 
yeara old and his career as a surgeon 
is replet« with brilliant feats which 
have given him an enviable reputa- 
tion In Europe. About 20 years ago 
he came to America at the call of an 
eastern medical college, but heiiuweh 
made him return to the fatherland. 
He ha« written voluminously both In 
German and English on the subject 
cancerous diseases. 
The experiments of the past few 
months have opened up possibilities 
which seem exceedingly hopeful. Re- 
cently at the Middlesex hospital In 
England a terrible case of cancer of 
■e&at in an elderly woman was 
pubmttted to the X-rays. In the 
int, extending over many 
there was a very marked im- 
provement. 

Tha X-rays for cancer have also 
been tried in America with similar 
satisfactory results. Within the next 
few months the treatment will prob- 
ably be extended to many cases. If 
the outcome is equally good we will at 
leust have hope* of successfully meet 
ing this rapidly growing and hideously 
torturing a miction. 

Ten years ago consumption of the 
lungs whs regarded as practically in- 
curable. The pat4ent wan coddled, 
kept from all 1 xposure, and the ques- 
tions for hji doc t*r were how long he 
iuid prevent the end coming and how 
painless dying could be made. All this 
already belongs to past hi*ti>ry. It is 
jgnized that consumption is a 
definite infective disease, due to germ* 
In the lungs. The lines of treatment 
to-day are two-fold. On the one hand 
many endeavors are made to prevent 
the spread of infective matter, while 
the patient himself is treated by ex- 
posure to open air and by excessive 
feeding

France's Favorite Fowl. 

T/e Faverolles, described as 
ar".ing the best egg producers of 
France, have recently been in- 
troduced into this country. As 
a table fowl they are rivaling the 
Houdans. They are called the 
Dorking of France, they have 
goioed popularity in theit coun- 
try equal to that enjoyed in Eng- 
land by the English Dorking. 
The Faverolles came as the re- 
suit of a cross of Houdans, Dork- 
ings and Asiatics. The males-— _ 
most of them — follow the Dork- 
ing for both shape and color; the 
females only in shape, not in 
color. Some are cockoo colored; 
others like Brahmas. In some 
cases the males also are colored 
'like Brahma, Cochins and Ply- 
mouth Kocks. 

Among all none are more at- 
tractive than the Salmon Fave- 
rolles. The females of this varie- 
ty are salmon on neck and back, 
the feathers of which are laced 
with lighter color. Nearly all 
have feathers on the shanks. All 
have a beard and single combs 
that are rather faulty and inclin- 
ed to lop or follow the style of 
the Houdan combs. They are 
truly the market poultryman's 
fowl". Their eggs are a pale, 
brown, rather large, weighing 
two ounces each. They are said 
to produce about 250 eggs each 
per year in France. They may 
do this in rare cases, where they 
almost continually have either 
summer or spring weather and 
very little winter, but even then 
we doubt their ability to do so 
well. At the same time we know 
them to be good egg producers.
